One man was
injured by Martin as the mob entered
the jail to drag out the prisoner. After
assuulting Miss Krause with a rasor,
Martin was placed in a cell in the
county jall. Tonlght a mob of several
hundred men formed outside the jail
The first intimation Sheriff Cook had
of the lynching was when two masked
men appeared in the kitchen of the
jall house and with guns leveled at him
told him there were 200 armed men
walting outside for the negro and he
had better not attempt to make any
trouble for them. In the meantime an-
other masked man had entered and
while the first two held the sheriff, a
third man took the keys of the jail from
the sheriff’s pocket and then the three
started for the negro's cell,
On the way they met Dr. Miller, who
had been summened to dress the
wounds of Martin, self-inflicted with
the same rasor with which he had as-
saulted the girl and turnkey Johns.
